No. F. 11(2)/(Si-Fin(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (2) of section 8 of the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1^0 (II of 1930) 
and in supersession of the Delhi Manufactured Drugs Rules publ^ned 
with his Notification No. 7029 dated the 12th September, 1933, the Chief 
Commissioner, Delhi, is pleased to make, after previous publication, the 
following rules, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Delhi Manufactured Drugs Rules, 
19'62’ 

(2) They shall apply to the whole of the Union territory of Delhi.

(A)—DEFINITIONS 

2. In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(1) “Act” means the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930; 

(2) “Chemical Examiner” means the Chemical Examiner, Delhi 

and includes the Chemical Examiner of the Central Revenues 
Control Laboratory or any Chemical Examiner of a local 
body in Delhi or any other territory or State as may be 
approved by the Excise Commissioner for the purposes of 
these rules; 

(3) “Chief Commissioner” means the Chief Commissioner, Delhi; 

(4) “Collector” means the Collector of Delhi and includes any 

officer specially authorised by the Chief Commissioner to 
exercise throughout Delhi or in any specified area therein 
all or any of the powers of a Collector under these rules;

(C) MEDICAL PRACTITIONERS 

16. (1) A medical practitioner may possess the following quantities 
of drugs other than prepared opium for use in his practice and not for 
sales:— 


(i) Medicinal hemp. 

280 grammes 

(ii) Medicinal opium. 

280 grammes 

(iii) Opium alkaloidal derivatives 

2 grammes of 

excluding prepared opium, 

each variety 

morphine atropine and 


pethidine. 


(iv) Coca derivatives 

0.3 grammes 


Provided that the Collector may with the previous sanction of the 
Excise Commissioner, by a general or special order, authorize any medi¬ 
cal practitioner to possess any larger quantity. 

(2) A medical practitioner may possess such quantities of morphine 
atropine and pethidine for use in his practice as may be specified in his 
card in form D.D. 5 which shall be granted by the District Excise Officer 
on payment of a fee of Re. 1 payable in the form of Court-fee stamps 
at the time of making application therefor. 

Provided that the District Excise Officer shall not specify in any 
such card any quantity in excess of the following quantities gave with, 
the previous sanction of the Excise Commissioner, by general or special 
order:— 


(i) Morphine Atropine. 

(a) Ampoules upto 2.5 grammes. 

(b) Tablets upto 5 grammes- 

(ii) Pethidine 

(a) Ampoules upto 2.5 grammes. 

(b) Tablets upto 5 grammes. 

Explanation .—The term ‘‘use in his practice’^ mentioned in sub-rules 
(1) and (2) covers only the actual direct administration of ‘the drug in 
injections, surgical operations or other emergent cases by or in the 
presence of medical practitioner. All other issues of the drugs by a 
medical practitioner from his dispensary will amount to sale. 

17. (1) A medical practitioner who is permitted to possess drugs with 
or without a card in form D.D. 5' under rule 16 shall obtain his supplies 
without a license, permit or pass from a licensed chemist or druggist 
only and shall maintain a register in form D.D. 6 showing receipts as 
well as disposal of each drug. 
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(2) A separate page of the register shall be assigned to each of the 
following classes of the drugs and preparations:— 

(a) Cocaine and ecgonine and preparations, containing cs^oaine or 

ecgonine; 

(b) morphine, and preparations containing morphine; 

(c) diacetylmorphine and containing its preparations; 

(d) medicinal opium; 

(e) dihydrohydrovodeinone (commonly known as eucodal) and 

preparations containing dihydrohydroxycodeinpn;- 

(f) dihydrocodeinone (commonly known as dicodide) and its 

preparations; 

(g) pethidine; 

(h) extracts of tinctures of Indian-hemp; 

(i) dihydromorphinone (commonly known as dilaudide) and 

preparations containing dihydromorphinone. 

(3) Entries in the register shall be made on the day on which the 
drug is received or disposed of. It is not necessary that the medical 
practitioner should himself enter in the register the particulars of drugs 
administered by him or under his supervision but entries shall be vari- 
fled by him on the date of entry or on the following date. Where a 
medical practitioner practises at more than one premises a separate 
account of drugs kept at each premises shall be maintained. 

(4) Every entry required to be made and every, correction of such an 
entry shall be rnade in ink and no cancellation, obliteration or alteration 
shall be made of any entry in the register and any correction of any 
entry shall be made by way of a marginal note or footnote which shall 
specify the date on which the correction is made. 

(5) The stock of drugs in the possession of a medical practitioner and 
the accounts relating thereto shall be open to inspection by any officer 
of the Medical or Public Health Department or the Drug Control Orga¬ 
nization/Department not below the rank of Civil Assistant Surgeon 
Grade I or Drugs Inspector or any excise officer not below the rank off 
sub-inspector. The medical practitioner shall furnish such information 
relating to the transactions in drugs as may be demanded by the District 
Excise Officer from time to time. 

(6) If a messenger is sent by a medical practitioner to take delivery 
of the drugs, the messanger shall be given an authority, by name, in 
writing signed by him, to receive the drugs on his behalf. A licensed 
chemist or druggist is forbidden to deliver drugs to any messenger not so 
authorised except in cases of emergency when the medical practitioner 
is known to him and is unable to send a signed authority and the deli¬ 
very of the drugs the chemist or the druggist, as the case may be, receives 
a signed order from the medical practitioner or an undertaking that the 
signed order will be furnished within twenty-four hours. 

(7) The medical practitioner shall keep the drugs under lock and key. 
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(8) While carrying drugs to the house of a patient the medical practi¬ 
tioner shall take full precautions for the safe custody of manufactured 
drugs. Thetis and losses of manufactured drugs shall be reported forth¬ 
with to excise officer or the police station concerned. 

(9) All records including registers and day books shall be kept for a 
period of not less than two years from the date of the last entry therein. 

(10) A medical practitioner who wishes to possess or dispense the 
manufactured drugs other than prepared opium for use in his practice 
and not for sale, shall get himself registered on application with the Dis¬ 
trict Excise Officer. The full particulars of such registration shall be 
maintained by the District Excise Officer in a register in Form D.D.7. No 
fee shall be charged for such registration. The District Excise officer 
shall, immediately after the registration of the medical practitioner, issue 
him a “Registration Certificate'^, in form D.D.8, which shall be produced 
by him, on demand by any Excise Officer not below the rank of an Excise 
Sub-Inspector, for inspection. 

18. (1) A medical practitioner may mix for use in his medical practice 
manufactured drugs which he is lawfully entitled to possess and which 
are required for use in the exercise of his profession. 

(2) A medical practitioner who desires to distribute and sell any 
manufactured drug shall take out a license under these rules. 

(3) A medical practitioner of the indigenous system of medicine may 
prescribe only those drugs which are included in the indigenous system 
of medicine. 

19. A medical practitioner may import and transport such quantities 
of drugs other than prepared opium as he may lawfully possess, except 
that no medical practitioner shall import coca derivatives from outside 
Delhi. The importation of drugs by post is absolutely prohibited. 

20. (1) The Collector may, with the previous sanction of the Excise 
Commissioner, by general or special order, authorise, on his application 
showing annual requirements, duly recommended by the Drugs Control¬ 
ler or Assistant Drugs Controller, Delhi a medical practitioner in manag¬ 
ing or supervising charge of a hospital, dispensary or clinic to possess, 
import and transport such quantities of drugs other than prepared opium, 
and subject to such conditions and in such manner as may be specified in 
that order. 

Provided that recommendation of the said Authority will not be neces¬ 
sary in the case of Government hospitals, dispensaries, or clinics. 

Provided further that the Collector may dispense with the requirement 
of the recommendations of the said Authority if in his opinion the applic¬ 
ant is a man of good repute. 

(2) On receipt of an order under sub-rule (1), medical practitioner 
will be entitled to obtain his requirements from time to time, within the 
limits of the quantities of manufactured drugs, other than prepared 
opium, specified therein, but if at any time, his requirements are likely 
to exceed the specified quantities, he may apply for additional quantities 
in like manner. Every receipt and issue shall be noted in the register 
in form D.D.6 to facilitate check. 
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21. The Collector or any other officer empowered in this behalf by the 
Excise Commissioner may grant to a medical practitioner, a permit in 
form D.D.2 for the import or transport of medicinal hemp, medicinal 
opium and opium alkaloidal derivatives. 

22 . A medical practitioner holding a card in form D.D.5 may, subject 
to the conditions of the card, transport such quantities of morphine atro¬ 
pine and pethidine (ampoules and tablets) as he may lawfully possess 
under rule 16. 


(D) LICENSED DRUGGISTS—D.D.9 LICENSES 

23. (1) The Collector or any other officer specially empowered by the 
Excise Commissioner in this behalf, may, on the recommendations of the 
Drugs Controller, Delhi, grant to any person a druggist’s license in form 
D.D.9 on payment of a fee of rupees fifteen and subject to the following 
conditions:— 

Provided that no license in form D.D.5 shall be granted to a person 
who does not hold licenses in Forms F.20 and F.21 of the Drugs Rules, 
1945, made under the Drugs Act, 1940 (XXIII of 1940). 

(I) The licensee shall comply with the provisions of the Act and these 
rules and any other rules which may, from time to time, be made imder 
the Act. 

(II) The licensee shall be responsible for the acts and omissions of 
every person employed by him in carrying on his business and of all his 
servants, as if the said acts and omissions were his own. 

(III) The licensee shall not permit any drug, which he is authorised 
to sell, to be dispensed by any person other than a medical practitioner or 
a dispenser registered under the Pharmacy Act, 1948 (Act No. VII of 
1948). 

(IV) The licensee shall be entitled to seU the following drugs for 
medicinal purposes only:— 

(i) medicinal hemp; 

(ii) medicinal opium; 

(iii) preparations containing medicinal hemp or medicinal opium. 

(V) The licensee shall not have in his possession any medicinal hemp 
or medicinal opium in excess of the quantity stated in his license, and 
shall not keep the same in any place except the premises described in 
his license. 

(VI) The licensee shall procure his supplies either from a licensed 
vendor in Delhi, or by importation from a licensed vendor outside Delhi, 
after obtaining from the Collector a permit in form D.D.2. The importa¬ 
tion of his supplies by post is absolutely prohibited. 

(VII) The licensee is authorised to compound any preparations con¬ 
taining medicinal hemp or medicinal opiiun only from the materials 
which he is lawfully entitled to possess. 
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(VIII) The licensee shall maintain correct accounts of all transactions. 
Such accounts shall show, in respect of each receipt, the source of supply 
and the Quantity received, and, in respect of issue, the quantity issued 
each da > the original prescription on which they have been issued and 
in case of issues made otherwise than on prescription, receipts from the 
pprsons to whom issues were made. Such accounts shall be preserved 
for not less than two years from the date of the last entry in the account 
register, and shall be signed by any excise officer who inspects the 
licensed premises. 

(IX) Any package or bottle containing drugs shall, before sale be 
marked with the quantity of the drugs contained therein. 

(X) A preparation, admixture, extract or other substance containing 
drugs shall be sold only in a package or bottle plainly marked— 

(i) in the case of a powder, solution or ointment, with the total 

quantity of the drugs in the package or bottle and the per¬ 
centage of the drugs in the powder, solution or ointment; and 

(ii) in the case of tablets or other articles, with the quantity of 

drugs in each article, and the number of articles in the 
package or bottle. 

(XI) All stocks of the medicinal hemp and medicinal opium and all 
accounts and records of transactions under the license shall be open to 
inspection by any officer of the Excise Department not below the rank 
of a Sub-Inspector, and any officer of the Drugs Control Department not 
below the rank of a Drugs Inspector. 

(XII) The licensee shall on requisition by the Collector or any officer 
of the Excise Department not below the rank of a Sub-Inspector deliver 
his license for amendment or for issue of a fresh license. 

(XIII) The licensee shall on the first day of every quarter submit a 
•correct quarterly statement showing the quantity of medicinal hemp and 
medicinal opium received by him during the quarter, the quantity sold 
by him and the quantity remaining in his possession, to the District Excise 
Officer and the Assistant Drugs Controller, Delhi. 

(XIV) If on the expiry or cancellation of the license, any stocks of 
medicinal hemp or medicinal opium remain in the possession of the 
licensee, he shall at once surrender those stocks to the Collector. If any 
portion of those stocks is declared by the Chemical Examiner to be unfit 
for human consumption the Collector shall forthwith cause that portion 
to be destroyed and the licensee shall not be entitled to claim any com¬ 
pensation for any loss resulting therefrom. 

(XV) If any portion of the surrendered stock is fit for human con¬ 
sumption, the Collector may make over to the transferee (incoming 
licensee) any quantity thereof not exceeding that which he is likely to 
sell within two months. 

(XVI) The licensee shall accept from the Collector any quantity of 
medicinal hemp and medicinal opium, which in the opinion of the Col¬ 
lector does not amount to more than two months’ supply, at such price 
as may be determined by the Collector. The price shall be paid to the 
licensee who had surrendered the stock.
